Task at 
hand 

> EDTC pitches 
‘task force’ to 
council in hopes 
of saving plant on 
Jarvis Street

The local council is doing 
what it can to help save over 
200 Jobs at Pharmetics, a 
plant on Jarvis Street that 
manufactures pharmaceuti¬ 
cal products. 

Now being called Jarvis 
Pharma, the local factory has 
been in dire straits for the 
last three years and has near¬ 
ly closed more than once. 

On Monday night, Fort 
Erie Economic Development 
and Tourism Corporation 
(EDTC) general manager Jim 
Thibert made a presentation 
to council, suggesting a 
$50,000 cash infusion from 
the local government to form 
a task force, comprised of 
representatives from the 
EDTC, the Town of Fort Erie, 
the International Association 
of Machinists and Aerospace 
Workers and the province of 
Ontario.

Ward 4 Coun. John Hill 
supported the idea, but with 
some reluctance. 

"There is no assurance 
the task force will save these 
jobs," he said. 

Mayor Doug Martin did 
not support taking from the 
EDTC's reserve fund and 
feels it should have been an 
easy decision from council 
to grant the $50,000 in an 
attempt to keep the local 
plant in operation. 

"The problem with 
spending reserves, is that 
nobody ever puts it back in," 
said Martin. 

"This is our responsibility 
to do this." 

When the debate con¬ 
cluded after almost an hour, 
it was decided that $25,000 
will be used from the Town's 
rate stabilization fund and 
the same amount from the 
EDTC's reserve will go 
towards the plan. 

It will then be council's 
decision, if there is a surplus 
after the operational review 
is paid for, how to re¬ 
imburse the funds used in 
the task force formation and 
the acquisition of a third- 
party firm to evaluate the 
local business' effective-

The $50,000 would be 
matched by the provincial 
government if all goes as 
planned. 

The formation of the task 
force is a step before send¬ 
ing out calls for a third-party 
review of the pharmaceuti¬ 
cal company and the effec¬ 
tiveness of its day-to-day 


operations. 

The door also continues 
to remain open for potential 
buyers or partners. 

But in the end, the goal is 
to save 210 jobs at the plant 
and secure them for many 
years to come. 

"These people have 
homes in Fort Erie," said 
Thibert. 

He cited the most recent 


operational review of Town 
Hall. Of the five firms coun¬ 
cil will select from, the low¬ 
est bid came in at just over 
$28,000 and the highest at 
slightly more than 
$98,000...still much less 
than the amount earmarked 
for the review. 

"We really don't know 
what the savings are going 
to be," said Ward 5 Coun. 
Don Lubberts. 

Ward 1 Coun. Stephen 
Passero disagrees and feels 
that since the potential cost 
of the review has been 
plainly laid out, it's easy to 
determine how much will 
be spent on it. 

"To say we don't know 
what we're spending on the 
operational review at this 
point in time, is not true, "he

Bob Steddey followed 
through on a suggestion 
made by Ward 6 Coun. Paul 
Collard, that the Town of 
Fort Erie put in $25,000 and 
the same amount be taken 
from the EDTC's reserve, 
which was also referred to 
as its "rainy day" fund a 
number of times during the 
council-in-committee 
meeting.

Before it was time to dis¬ 
cuss the report, a public 
meeting was held to hear 
comments from people 
about the possible changes. 

There was one amend¬ 
ment, the 30th on the list, 
that had many people ask¬ 
ing questions. 

The elimination of a res¬ 
olution within the by-law 
that any building or addi¬ 
tion in the vicinity of Lake 
Erie having to be set back a 
minimum of 30-metres 
from the flood line eleva¬ 
tion, had many speakers at 
the meeting questioning if 
there was more to it than a 
simple amendment to a by- 

Bob Lund, one of the 
seven plaintiffs named in a 
statement of claim against 
the Town of Fort Erie and 
the Molinaro Group's part¬ 
nership with the Town to 
build a 12-storey condo at 
Bay Beach, was the first 
member of the public to 
come forward. 

"Some of the proposed 
amendments contained in 
this report, are not simple 
housekeeping matters," 
said Lund. 

Earlier this year, Ward 4 
Coun. John Hill made a 
motion for the Town to cre¬ 
ate a strategic plan relating 
to the use of waterfront

"The set back limitations 
were put in for good rea¬ 
son," he said. 

Marcia Carlyn, a seasonal 
resident who has lead the 
charge in opposing a 12- 
storey condo on the south 
side of Erie Road, also pro¬ 
vided her thoughts to 
members of council. 

"It's very misleading to 
call these proposed 
changes housekeeping 
amendments," she said. 

Mayor Doug Martin said 
this amendment being on 
the list is not an attempt to 
approve something behind 
residents' backs or keep 
them in the dark. 

Under the provisions of 
the planning act, when a 
public meeting is held. 
Town staff is required to 
report back to all relevant 
agencies who would be 
involved. One of them is 
the Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority 
(NPCA), who will most like¬ 
ly provide feedback on the 
concerns heard at the 
meeting. This will then 
come back to council in the 
form of a report. 

"Then we can have a full 
debate on this," said 
Martin. 

Rick Brady, the Town of 
Fort Erie's director of com¬ 
munity planning and 
development concurred, 
saying all the comments 
brought up by residents will 
make their way to the 
NPCA. 

"They will be reviewing 
the actual housekeeping 
amendment we bring for¬ 
ward and I anticipate they 
will respond," said Brady. 

Councillor Hill echoed 
some of the comments 
made by speakers at the 
public meeting, agreeing a 
plan for the waterfront 
needs to be in place before 
this could move forward. 

"I think we need to start 
seeing if removing this fits 
into our overall strategy for 
the waterfront," said Hill. 

When the debate con¬ 
cluded, the decision coun¬ 
cil arrived at was to remove 
this amendment and have 
it dealt with separately in 
an upcoming report at a 
future meeting.

I’m going to use my col¬

“You can really see the 
difference the program 
makes —the children never 
want to go home and you 
can see how much they 
enjoy the atmosphere of a 
small town.” 

Noake says Mouhamed 
and the other children she 
has hosted absolutely love 
the experience, from the 
freedom of being outside, 
to swimming, to the quiet. 

“It’s thrilling to get to see 
their faces when they real¬ 
ize they can go outside and 
have the freedom here to 
explore and see new things 
they wouldn't get to see at 
home.”
